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RESCUE ON LAKE. 


TWO MATES OF WRECKED STEAM 
ER SAVE 15 FROM DEATH. 


: | 
Sinking Craft Life Iines—Two 
Men Reach Shote in Small Boat 
After Terrific Struggle in Surf, and, 
Aided by Natives, Succeed in Get- 
ting “ Bosun’s Chair fe 
sel *＋ Total Loss. | 

Sault Ste. Marte, Mich., Dec. 
—Freezing, exhausted, with hope almost 
gone, fourteen men and one woman of the 
crew of the steamer Charles Hebard, whicb 
had been driven for twenty-four hours prac- 
e and then dashed 
against a reef on a rocky shore, were saved 
by the heroism of two of their number. 

The crew arrived here on the tug General 
this morning and told the story of their 
rescue and their fight for life. 3 

After losing the barges Aloha, Warming- 
ton, and Francomb, with which it started 
from West Superior, the Hebard tried to 
hold its course for Whitefish point, intent 


on seeking shelter. This object the strength | 


of the gale and the blinding snowstorm com- 
bined to defeat, but the steamer was held 
as steadily on its course as possible. ‘ 
Saturday night passed with the steamer 
running before the storm, its crew striving 
to pierce the darkness for some sign of a 
guiding light. At 3 o’clock Sunday mofning 
the lookout suddenly discovered that the 
boat was in the breakers. An effort was 
made to veer the boat away from danger, but 
Avall. 


The Bale. went on the rocks bow on in a 
blinding snow storm off Mamaise point, 
sixty miles north of the Soo. The crew could 
just distinguish the outlines of the rocky 
shore and it looked as if no small boat could 
possibly live in the raging sea that was 
washing’ over the ahip’ 8 en with every 
billow. 

Within a minute from the ime the vessel 
struck it had swung broadsides to the shore 
and had begun to pound to pieces. There 
was nothing left for the crew but to try to 
get ashore. The crew rushed to the yawl- 
boats, only to find them frozen to the rigging, 
so that it was impossible to launch them. 


Mates Do Heroic Work. gk 


on the deck of the steamer lay a small flat 
bottomed boat, used by the crew for fishing 
when lying in port. This was dropped over 
the side, but had no sooner struck the water 
than it filled. In this extreme peril First 
Mate Burrell and Second Mate Jackson took 
the röles of heroes. Fastening lines about 
their bodies, they went over the side and 
dropped into the plunging kiff. Held by 
their comrades, they succeeded in bailing the 
water from the boat and started for the shore 
in the craft. 

thelr boat wie back by the 
waves when they had all but reached the 
goal, and the third time the boat was lifted 
by a monster wave that spilled the two mates 
just inside the lines of safety, 

The mates, who carried a small line from 
the wrecked steamer, succeeded in escaping 
the crash as their craft struck, and climbed 
up the bluff, where they fell exhausted. 

The shore where the boat struck was un- 
usually forbidding and bore no signs of hu- 
man habitation for miles. The two mates, 
half frozen, tried to rig the line and drag 


over a heavy line from the wreck, which was | 


beating to pieces on the Aber 300 yards 
away. 


Dragged Ashore on Life Line. 

Shortly after daylight Oscar Carlson, 
keeper of the old copper mine near the scene 
of the wreck, saw the distressed vessel, and, 
with his son, hastened to render assistance 
to the crew. They found the two sailors 
vainly trying te effect the rescye of their 
fellows. When the Carisons arrived the 
line was quickly rigged and a “bosun’s 
chair attached. 

Between the steamer and the shore was a 
large rock. One member of the crew reached 
this by use of the chair, when it was sig- 
naled that the rest of the crew might begin 
coming ashore. Miss Jennie Barnes, cook on 
the steamer, was the first person to cross.

The motor car itself contained twenty pas- 
sengers.

, slight explosion at his feet. As he stopped 
to investigate another report was heard and 
he was thrown through the door of the com- 
partment, from which a cloud of smoke 
rolled. Before the motorman could regain 
his feet the passengers rushed to the rear, 
while the car dashed on uncontrolled. W. P. 
Britt, a mall clerk, who was seated near the 
door, was the first to appreciate the danger 
and ran back to where the motorman was 
lying. 

He assisted Potter to hie feet and the mo- 
torman then hurried back and shut off the 
power. The woodwork above the motor had 
become ignited and the motorman was com- 
pelled to grope about to find the controlier. 
Before the train had been stopped his hands 
were painfully burned and his face scorched. 
As he emerged, half biinded, he was assisted 
to the second car by Britt. 

There Guard Jamieson and Conductor 
Bowen were endeavoring to reassure the 
passengers, among whom were a number of 
women. In a few minutes the flames had 
spread to all parts of the motor car, gnd, 
fearing that the coaches would catch fire, the 
passengers began to leave the train from the 
rear of the last car. Members of the crew 
warned them to avoid the two third ralls 
on either side of the two foot walk between 
the tracks, and Ganger from this source 
added to the terror. i 

Long Walk in the Rain. 

Although the Chicago avenue station was 
only three blocks away, passengers feared 
to pass the blazing coach, and, led by Guard 
Jamieson, they walked through the rain. 
along the tracks and around two curves to 
the Kinzie street station, five blocks away. 

The women passengers seemed less fright- 
ened than some of the men, and Mrs, Louise 
Raue, 342 Augusta street, who was the first 
to reach the station, cautioned several of her 
companions of the danger of the charged rail 
over which they had. to step to reach the 
platform.

Careful Action Which Will Not 


Imperil Public Interests Is 
Held Essential.

Washington, D. C., Deo. 2. President 
Roosevelt's message to congress, read in 
both houses today, was as follows: 


To the Senate and House of Representatives: We still 
continue in a period of unbounded prosperity. This 
prosperity is not the creature of law, but undoubtedly 


the laws under which we work have been instrumental | 


in treating the conditions which made it possible, and 
by unwise legislation it would be easy enough to destroy 
. There will undoubtedly be periods of depression. 
The wave will recede; but the tide will advance. This 
gation is seated ona continent flanked by two great 
oceans. if is composed of men the descendants of pio- 
neers, of, in a sense, pioneers themselves; of men win- 
sowed oul from among the nations of the old worid by 
the energy, boldness, and love of adventure found in 
thelr own eager hearts. Such a nation, so placed, will 
serely wrest success from fortune. i 
As 2 people we have played a large part in the world, 
ged we are bent upon making our future even larger than 
the past. ia particular, the events of the last four 
pears have definitely decided that, tor woe or for weal, 
oer place must be great among the nations. We may 
either fail greatly or succeed greatly; bet we cannot 
avoid the endeavor from which either great failure or 
greal success must come.

Cut in Tariff Is No Remedy. 


One proposition advocated has been tne re- 
duction of the tariff as a means of reaching 
the eyils of the trusts which fall within the 
category I have described. Not merely would 
this be wholly ineffective, but the diversion 
of our efforts in such a direction would mean 
the abandonment of all intelligent attempt 
to do away with these evils. Many of the 
largest corporations, many of those which 
should certainly be included in any proper 
scheme of regulation, uld not be affected 
in the slightest degree by a change in the 
tariff, save as such change interfered with 
the general prosperity of the country. The 
only relation of the tariff to big corporations 
as a whole is that the tariff makes manu- 


tactures profitable, and the tariff remedy 


proposed would be in effect simply te make 
manufactures unprofitable. 

To remove the tariff as a punitive measure 
directed against trusts would inevitably re- 


sult in ruin to the weaker competitors who

Every effort has been made to prevent such 
cruelties, and finally these efforts have been 
completely successful.

After making all allowance for these 
misdeeds, it remains true that few indeed 
have been the instances in which war has 
been waged by a civilized power against 
semi-civilized or barbarous forces where 
there has been so little wrongdoing by the 
victors as in the Philippine islands. On the 
other hand, the amount of difficult, impor- 
tant, and beneficent work which has been 
done is well nigh incalculable.

Stability of economic policy must always

past experience shows that great prosperity

Moreover, if the tariff laws 
as a whole work well, and if business has 
prospered under them and is prospering, it 
is better to endure for a time slight incon- 
veniences and inequalities in some schedules 
than to upset business by too quick and too 
radical changes. | i 

It is most earnestly to be wished that we, 
could treat the tariff from the standpoint 
solely of our business needs. It is, perhaps, 
too much to hope that partisanship may be 
entirely excluded from consideration of the 
subject, but at least it can be made second- 
ary to the business interests of the country—. 
that is, to the interests of our people as a 
whole. Unquestionably these business in- 
terests will best be served if together with 
fixity of principle as regards the tariff we 
combine a system which ill permit us from 
time to time to make the necessary reappli- 
cation of the principle to the shifting nation- 
al needs. We must take scrupulous care that 
the reapplication shall be made in such a 
way that it will not amount to a dislocation 
of our system, the mere thr of which, 
not to speak of the performance, would pro- 
duce paralysis in the business energies of the 
community: 

The first consideration in making these 
changes would, of course, be to preserve the 
principle which underlies our whole tariff 
system—that is, the principle of putting 


full equality with interests abroad, and of 
always allowing a sufficient rate of duty to 
more than cover the difference between the 
labor cost here and abroad. The well be- 
ing of the wageworker, like the well being 
of the tiller of the soil, should be treated 
as an essential in shaping our whole eco- 
nomic policy. There must never be any 


change which will jeopardize the standard 


of comfort, the standard of wages of the 
American wagewotker. | 
Benefits of Recip ty. | 

One way in which the readjustment sought 
can be reached is by recfprocity treaties. It 
is greatly to be desired that such treaties 
may be adopted. They can be used to widen: 
our markets and to give a greater field for the 
activities of our producers on the one hand, 
and on the other hand to secure in practical 
shape the lowering of duties when they are 
no longer needed for protection among our 
own people, or when the minimum of damage 
done may be disregarded for the sake of the 
maximum of good accomplished. If it prove 
impossible to ratify the pending treaties, 
and if there seem to be no warrant for the 
endeavor to execute others, or to amend the 
pending treaties so that they can be ratified, 


then the same end—to secure reciprocity— 


should be met by direct legislation. 
Would Lower Certain Duties. 
Wherever the tariff conditions are such 
that a needed change cannot with advan- 
tage be made by the application of the reci- 
procity idea, then it can be made outright 
by a lowering of duties on a given product. 
If possible, such change should be made 
only after the fullest consideration by prac- 
tical experts, who should approach the sub- 
ject from a business standpoint, having in 
view the particular interests affected 
and the commercial well being of the people 
as a whole. The machinery for proyiding 
such ‘careful investigation can readily be. 
supplied. The executive department has 
already at its disposal methods of collecting 
facts and figures; and if the congress desires 
additional consideration to that which will 
be given the subject by its own committees, 
then a commission of business experts can 
be appointed whose duty it should be tq rec- 
ommend action by the congress after a delib- 
erate and.scientific examination of the vari- 
ous schedules as they are affected by the 
changed and changing conditions. The un- 
hurried and unbiased report of this commis- 
sion would show what changes should be 
made in the various schedules and how far 
anging 
the great prosperity which this country is 
now enjoying or upsetting its fixed economic 
olicy. | 
K The cases in which the tariff can produce a 
monopoly are so few as to constitute an in- 
considerable factor in the question; but of 
course if in any case it be found that a given 
rate of duty does promote a monopoly which 
works ill, no protectionist would object to 
such reduction of duty as would equalize 
competition. 
In my judgm

| FOR AN ELASTIC CURRENCY. | 
Interest rates are a potent factor in busi- 
ness activity, and in order that these rates 
may be equalized to meet the varying needs 
of the seasons and of widely separated com- 
munities, and to prevent the recurrence of 
financial stringencies which injuriously ar- 
fect legitimate business, it is necessary that 
there should be an element of elasticity in 
our monetary system. Banks are the nat- 
ural servants of commerce, and upon them 
should be placed, as far as practicable, the 
burden of furnishing and maintaining a cir- 
culation adequate to supply the needs of our 
diversified industries and of our domestic 
and foreign commerce; and the issue of this 
should be so regulated that a sufficient sup- 
ply should be always available for the busi- 
ness interests of the country.

Above all, 
we need to remember that any kind of class 
animosity in the political world is, if pos- 
sible, even more wicked, even more destruc- 
tive to national welfare, than sectional, race, 
or religious animosity. We can get good

All that we have a right to ask of any man,

D RELATIONS WITH CUBA. | 


I hope soon to submit to the senate a 
reciprocity treaty with Cuba. On May 
last the United States kept its promise to the 
island by formally vacating Cuban soll and 
turning Cuba over to those whom her owrf 
people had chosen as the first officials of the 
new republic. 

Cuba lies at our doors, and whatever at- 
fects her for good or for ill affeets us also, 
So much have our people felt this that in 


ground that Cuba must hereafter have closer 
political relations with us than with any 
other power. Thus in a sense Cuba has be- 
come a part of our international political 
system. This makes it necessary that in re- 
turn she should be given some of the bene- 
fits of becoming part of our economic sys- 
tem. It is, from our own standpoint, a short 
sighted and mischievous policy to fail to 


recogmize this need. Moreover, it is un- 


itself the greatest and most successful re- 
public in history, to refuse to stretch out a 
helping hand to a young and weak sister 
republic just entering upon its career 
of independence. We should always fear- 
lessly insist upon our rights in the face of the 
strong, and we should with ungrudging hand 
do our generous duty by the weak. 

I urge the adoption of reciprocity with 
Cuba not only because it is eminently for our 
own interests to control the Cuban market 
and by every means to foster our supremacy 
in the tropical lands and waters south of us, 
but also because we of the giant republic of 
the north should make all our sister nations 
of the American continent feel that when- 


ever they will permit it we desire ta show 


ourselves disinterestedly 
their friend. 


[THE ISTHMIAN CANAL]

It is small for the size of the 
nation and most certainly should be kept at 
the highest point of efficiency. The senior 
officers are given scant chance under ordi- 
nary conditions to exercise commands com- 
mensurate with their rank, under circum- 
stances which would fit them to do their duty 
in time of actual war. A system of maneu- 
vering our army in bodies of some litfle size 
has been begun and should be steadily con- 
tinued. Without such maneuvers it is 
folly to expect that in the event of hostili- 
ties with any serious foe even a small army 
corps could be handled to advantage. 

Both our officers and enlisted men are such 
that we can take hearty pride in them. No 


better material can be found. But they must 


be thoroughly trained, both as individuals and 
in the mass. The marksmanship of the men 
must receive special attention. In the cir- 
cumstances of modern warfare the man must 
act far more on his own individual responsi- 
bility than ever before, and the high individ- 
ual efficiency of the unit is of the utmost im- 
portance. Formerly this unit was the regi- 
ment; it is now not the regiment, not even the 


troop or company—it is the individual soldier. 


Every effort must be made to develop every 
workmanlike and soldierly quality in both the 
officer and the enlisted man. 

I urgently call your attention to the need 
of passing a bill providing for a general staff 
and for the reorganization of the supply de- 
partments on the lines of the bill proposed 
by the secretary of war last year. When the 
young officers enter the army from West 
Potnt they probably stand above their com- 


peers in any other military service. Every | 


effort should be made, by training, by reward 
of merit, by scrutiny into their careers and 
capacity, to keep them of the same high rela- 
tive excellence throughout their careers. 


‘Would Reorganize the Militia. 


The measure providing for the reorganiza- 
tion of the militia system and for securing 
the highest efficiency in the national guard, 
which has already passed the house, should 
receive prompt attention and action. It is 
of great importance that the relation of the 
nd volunteer 
forces of the United States should be de- 
fined, and that in place of our present ob- 
solete laws a practical and efficient system 
should be adopted. | 

Provision should be made to enable the 
secretary of war to keep cavalry and artillery 
horses, worn out in long performance of 
luty. Such horses fetch but a trifle when 
sold; and rather than turn them out to the 
misery awaiting them when thus disposed 
pf, it would be better to employ them at lignt 
work around the posts, and when necessary 
to put them painlessly to death, 


[ NAVY’S NEED OF PRACTICE. 


For the first time in our history naval man- 
heuvers on a large scale are being held under 
the immediate command of the admiral of the 
navy. Constantly increasing attention is be- 
ing paid to the gunnery of the navy, but it is 
yet far from what it should be. I earnestly 
urge that the increase asked for by the sec- 
retary of the navy in the appropriation for 
improving the marksmanship be granted. 
In battle the only shots that count are the 
shots that hit. It is necessary to provide 
ample funds for practice with the great guns 
fn time of peace. These funds must provide 
not only for the purchase of projectiles but 
for allowances for prizes to encourage the 
gun crews and especially the gun pointers 
and for perfecting an intelligent system 
under which alone it is possible to get good 
practice. 

Must Add New Ships Yeerly. 
There should be no halt in the work of 
building up the navy, providing every year 
additional fighting craft. We are a rich 
country, vast in extent of territory and great 
in population; a country, moreover, which 
has an army diminutive indeed when com- 
pared. with that of any other first class 
power. We have deliberately made our own 
certain foreign policies which demand the 
possession of a first class navy. The isth- 
mian canal will greatly increase the effic- 
fency of our navy if the navy is of sufficient. 
size; but if we have an adequate navy, then 
the building of the canal would be merely 
giving a hostage to any power of superior 
strength. 

The Monroe doctrine should be treated as 
the cardinal feature of American foreign 
policy; but it would be worse than idle to 
assert it unless we intended to back it up, 
and it can be backed up only by a thoroughly 
good navy. A good navy is not a provocative 
dt war. It is the surest guaranty of peace. 


Best of Men for Vessels. 


l Each individual unit of our navy should be | 


the most efficient of its kind as regards both 
material and personnel that is to be found 
in the world. Lcall your special attention to 
the need of providing for the manning of the 
ships. Serious trouble threatens us if we 
cannot do better than we are now doing as 
regards securing the services of a sufficient 
number of the highest type of sailor men, of 
sea mechanics. The veteran seamen of our 
warships are of as high a type as can be 
found in any navy which rides the waters 
of the world; they are unsurpassed in daring, 
in .resolution, in readiness, in thorough 
knowledge of their profession. They de- 
éerve every cond@ideration that can be shown 
them. But there are not enough of them. 
It is no more possible to improvise a crew 
than it is possible to improvise a warship. 
To build the finest ship. with the deadliest 
battery, and to send it afloat with a raw 
crew, no matter how brave they were in- 
dividually, would be to insure disaster if a 
foe of average capacity were encountered. 
Neither ships nor men can de improvised 
when war has begun. | :

In 
making the restorations the utmost care has 
been exercised to come as near as possible to 
the early plans and to supplement these 
plans by a careful study of such buildings as 
that of the University of Virginia, which was 
built by Jefferson. The White house is the 
property of the nation, and so far as is com- 
patible with living therein it should be kept 
as it originally was, for the same reason that 
we keep Mount Vernon as it originally was. 
The stately simplicity of its architecture is 
an expression of the character of the period 
in which it was built, and is in accord with 
the purpose it was designed to serve.

Watching Automobile Growth. 


An eastern street railway man is calttng 
‘attention to the growth of the automobile 
business. His tions are certainly in- 
teresting. He says: 

“The street railway business is being oven! 
Gone. You cannot taide the price for trans- 
portation in street railwaye, and wages, 
power, supplies, and construction materials 
have largely increased. There is no money 
in carrying passengers in cities more than 
two. mlles for a nickel, and the prosperity of 
long lines is due entirely to the three or four 
sets of passehgers that go on and off a ear 
during the long trips. t rallroade have 
come to be largely a ér of bookkeeping 
and financing, and they may be all right so 
long ae credit is good} the public buys the 
new securities, and the growth of the city 
covers a multitude of eins. 

“An investor should keep his eye on the 
automobile. Evolution in thie country 
been exceedingly rapid. The bicycle broke 
the Denver street, y shares from above 
$200 to bankruptcy, reorganization, and 1 
gement. 

“ There are only 65,000 street railway cars 
in the United States. Two years ago there 
were only 1,100 automobiles. Now there are 
18,000, and the number can be doubled in a 
few months if they can be manufactured. 
They will 663 the street cars in a 
few years.” 

As to Anti-Trust Legislation. 1 

Persons with large capital invested in in- 

dustrial combinations will watch with inter- 
est section 8 of the amendments to the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, which Senator Cullom 
will Advocate. According to despatches yes- 
terday, section 9 provides no article of 
commerce produced, manufactured, owned, 
or dealt in by any person, corporation, asso- 
ola tion, joint stock company, or partners 
organized or carrying on business for the pur 
pose of controlling or moneopolizing the man- 
ufacture, production, or sale of any article 
of commerce or for appreciably affecting the 
cost of such article of commerce to the con- 
sumer or for the prevention of competition: 
in the manufacture, production, or sale 
thereof shall be transported or carried with- 
out the state or territory in which produced 
or manufactured.” 
There is not a large combination in the 
country which professes to be a monoply, and 
none will admit it is operated to restrain 
eompetition. As yet Wall street shows no 
trepidation over possible anti-trust legis- 
lation.

WINTER WHEAT DOING WELL. 


Government Crop Report for Novem ber 
Shows Encouraging Conditions 
in Mississippi Valley. 


Washington. D. C., Dee. * 
Following is the monthly report of the 
weather bureau 80 far as it relates to the 
Mississippi valley. 

The month was marked by exceptionally 
mild temperatures in all districts east of the 
Rocky mountains, with excessively heavy 
rains on the north Pacific coast and from the 
lower Missouri valley to the west gulf coast, 
and more than the average amount dver a 
large portion of the south Atlantic and east 
gulf states. 

The reports generally show that winter 
wheat was in promising condition at the 
close of the month. With ample moisture 
and exceptionally mild temperatures 
throughout the month the crop made rapid 
advancement, and too rank growth i§ gen- 
erally reported from the central valleys, 
Oklahoma, and Texas. In the early sown 
the Hessian fly has appeared extensively, but 
this pest has not affected the late sown, 
which constitutes much the greater part of 
the total acreage. In Texas some fields of 
the early sown are from twelve to eighteen 
inches high and are liable to injury from cold. 
On the north Pacific coast the weather has 
been unfavorable for seeding.
